US. Citizens | testes cerseenit 
May Transfer 
To Own Forces 


OTTAWA, March 20—(CP)— 
United States citizens in the Can- 
adian armed forces will be given 
an opportunity to apply for trans- 
fer to United States forces under 
an agreement between Canada 
and the United States announced 
in the House of Commons today 
by Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King. 

The United States will accord the 
same right of transfer to Canadians 
serving in U.S. forces. 

The Prime Minister tabled an ex- 
change of notes between the coun- 
tries setting forth terms of the 
agreement. 

The notes said there now are in 
the Canadian armed forces from 
15,000 to 16,000 United States ciul- 
zens. 

SOME TOOK OATH 

Technically, all are not actual 
citizens of the United States. Some 
enlisted in the Canadian forces dur- 
ing the first months of the war 
when, Canada required an oath of 
allegiance, and, by taking the oath, 
lost their United States citizenship 

and become citizens of no country. 

“The present agreement, however, 

coyers these former citizens,” .a 
statement from the external affairs 
department said. “It treats them 
just as if they were still United 
States citizens.” 


Applications for transfer to the 
United States will be granted if 
U.S. authorities are willing to ac- 
cept the applicant and provided 
the Canadian authorities are em- 
Powered to postpone transfer, if, 
fn their opinion, immediate trans- 
fer would prejudicially affect the 
common war effort 


Boards will be sent to Canada to 
interview the applicants and will 
have power to enlist them into the 
US. forces. 

Transfer applications will ‘be re- 
ceived up to April 20 from person- 
nel serving with Dominion forces 
in Canada. Men serving in New- 
foundland and Jamaica will, if nec- 
essary, be given a week or so longer 
to send in their applications. 
APPLY FOR TRANSFER 

Personnel serving elsewhere may 
apply for transfer within 15 days 
after notice of the right to apply 
has appeared in orders of the unit 
with which they are serving. They 
wil] not ordinarily be transferred 
until they can be transferred to a 
U.S. unit serving in the area in 
which they are located.

C.N.R. Reports 
Most Successful 
Year In History 


OTTAWA, March 20.—(CP)— 
The Canadian National Railways 
had the most successful financial 
year of its history in 1941 with a 
cash surplus of $4,016,000, said the 
annual report of the system, tab- 
led in the House of Commons on 
Thursday by Transport Minister 
Cardin. 

Net revenue, after payment of all 
operating expenses, was $66,608,341, 
an increase of $21,600,929 over the 
previous year. 

The cash surplus of $4,016,000, 
after payment of taxes, interest to 
the public and cer‘ain interest pay- 
ments to the government for capita] 
purposes, showed an improvement 
of $21,000,000 over 1940. Payment 
of this surplus will be made to the 
government before the close of the 
fiscal year ending March 31, the 
report said. 

TRAFFIC INCREASES 

Sharp increases in both passenger 
and freight traffic were reported, 
with the freight tonnage the high- 
est in the railway’s history. 

“When the need for efficient 
transportation reached new high 
levels during 1941, the National 
Railway system was found capable 
and competent to meet all de- 
mands,” the report said. “The de- 
mands in 1942 will be still more 
challenging but with the co-opera- 
tion of shippers, passengers and 
government agencies, they will be 
met 

“The outlook for 1942 is for s 
further substantial increase in 
traffic. The directors expect the 
railway will again earn a moder- 
ate surplus over and sbove its 
fixed charges.

The Al- 
berta resolution, she felt, might 
give a lead to other provinces. 
REDUCE AGE 

Seconding the resolution, Mr. 
Berg said the pension age should 
be reduced as the average man or 
woman at age 60 today had less 
earning power than the average 
man or woman of 70 when pen- 
sions were first introduced in 
Canada 15 years ago. 

Andrew Davison, Ind, Calgary, 
moved an amendment proposing 
that the pension age only be re- 
duced to 65 years and that an in- 
crease in the basic maximum pen- 
sion from $20 to $25 be sought. 

He stated that 65 was the re- 
tirement age recognized in the 
civil service and most other 
occupations, An increase to $25 
a month would still give Alberta 
Pensioners $30 a month when 
coupled with the provincial 
supplementary allowance, 

His amendment did not favor 
asking the federal government to 
assume 75 per cent of the provin- 
cial allowance. 

Speaking gencrally on the reso- 
lution, he said, “I believe it is a 
mistake to ask too much at this 
time.” 

Seconding Mr. Davison’s amend- 
ment, Mr. Martin said he felt the 
original resolution, by its terms, 
was inimical to its own purpose 
“IT cannot accept the clause .which 
says that the terms on which pen- 
sions are granted are cruel and 
unjust.” he said. 

UNION SUPPORT 

Mr. Morrison said he favored the 
principle of the original resolution 
and would not “quibble” on its 
terms. The -organized trade union 
movement, he added, had long ad- 
vocated the principle set out in the 
resolution, 

Gordon Taylor, S.C., Drumheller, 
said that, in heavy industry such as 
mining. men had reached the point 
of retirement at age 60. 

The Davison amendment was de- 
feated on a vote of 34 to 16, Mr. 
Morrison voting with the govern- 
ment forces against an oéherwise 
solid opposition. 

Fred Anderson, S.C. Calgary, 
then moved a further amendment, 
seconded by C. A. Reynolds, S.C., 
Sedgewick, that the last clause, ask- 
ing the Dominion to share in the 
provincial allowance be droppea 
from the resolution. 

“The people. of Alberta demanded 
the supplementary allowance and 
were prepared to pay it out of their 
own pockets,” Mr. Anderson gaid 
“This was a beautiful gesture and 
we are cheapening it.” 

Hon. Solon Low, provincial 
treasurer, said the clause referred 
to was vital to the resolution and 
that, although the Alberta govern- 
ment was willing to pay the whole 
supplementary allowance, It felt 
that the responsibility for pen- 
sions should be laid “on the door- 
step” of the Dominion. 

The Anderson amendment was 
lost on a vote of 29 to 22. It was sup- 
ported solidly by the opposition and 
by four Social Crediters, Mr. An- 
derson, Mr. Reynolds, Gordon Lee, 
Athabsca and H. E. DeBolt,, Spirit 
River, 

A final amendment by Hoa, 
Lucien Maynard, K.C., minister of 
municipal affairs, was inserted in 
the original resolution stating that. 
while the province was prepared to 
pay the full supplementary allow- 
ance, whether the Dominion shared 
or not, it still urged the federal gov- 
ernment to assume 75 per cent, 

This amendment was carried, sup 
ported by Mr. Morrison and George 
MacLachlan, Ind., Pembina, from 
the opposition benches, 

The final amended resolution was 
then put to the vote and sustained

C, G. Graham,- who presented a 
brief prepared by the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange Shippers’ and Ex. 
porters’ Association, said that with 
wages and prices controlled in Can- 
ada No comparison could be made 
between Canadian and United 
States rates. The association was 
Opposed to increases, 

A price ceiling on lumtber ex- 
ports was a definite possibility, R 
L, Sargent said in speaking for the 
timber controller and the Canadian 
Lumber Institute. Any increase 
in freight rates would tend to in- 
crease costs and would be “a bad 
thing,” he said. 


Burma Is Asking

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Rout Them Out 


Edmonton is to have its first city-wide, 
organized salvage campaign, starting on 
Monday and running to the end of the 
month. A committee of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce is arranging 
for a fleet of trucks and cars to do the 
collecting, and house-holders in all parts 
of the city are urged to ransack base- 
ments, cubby holes and back yards for 
waste materials which may thus be turned 
to account in the production of munitions 
or other wartime supplies. 

Unfortunately, the tin can is not 
among the articles wanted, no way having 
been found to make use of that ubiquitous 
nuisance. With this exception, almost 
everything the ordinary family dump in 
the garbage barrel is on the list of accept- 
ables, Paper, bones, bottles, old clothes, 
metal of all kinds, and miscellaneous other 
articles,: are included. 

It cannot be said that salvaging has 
yet been taken very seriously in Edmon- 
ton, for whatever reason. Now is the time 
to hunt around in the corners where dis- 
used utensils and other things of the kinds 
wanted are likely to have taken cover, 
rout them out, and see that they get into 
the hands of the collectors next week. 
Salvaging is important to the war effort; 
else there would be no collecting cam- 
paign. 


‘Isolationist Folly 


Mr. Maxime Raymond, Liberal mem- 
ber of the Commons for Beauharnois, said 
at a meeting in Quebec that Prime Minis- 
ter King had no right to ask release from 
the no-conscription pledges. It was all 
right for those Canadians who wanted to 
help Britain to volynteer, but there should 
be no such thing as compulsory service 
outside Canada. 

This is a typical and clear statement of 
the isolationist view. No harm would 
come to Canadians, Mr. Raymond thinks, 
if Canada had stayed out of the war. He 
even implies that we would still be safe 
if we do something less than our utmost 
to bring about the defeat of the Axis. 

That, applied to themselves, was what 
the people of Holland thought, and what 
the people of Belgium, Denmark, Norway 
and Greece supposed. They put their 
faith in neutrality, refused to accept aid 
in strengthening their defences—and have 
paid for their inoffensiveness with the loss 
of their freedom. ‘ 

Herr Hitler is the head of a conspiracy 
formed and fearfully prepared to subju- 
gate and plunder the whole world. No 
country within reach and worth robbing 
has been spared because it remained neu- 
tral. What reason can anyone find to sup- 
pose Canada would be spared if it made 
only “soft war” against the gangsters? 


Spread Out With A Vengeance 


A newspaper in Berlin, where news- 
papers do not say what Hitler does not 
want them to say, warns Tokyo that it has 
spread its forces over a very large area 
which lies at a very great distance from 
the home bases, 

There is some reason to suppose this 
friendly tip is born of the Fuehrer’s ex- 
perience, in immobilizing hundreds of 
thousands of German troops in the occu- 
pied countries and now having to call upon 
his none too highly rated subject-allies to 
fill up his depleted ranks in Russia. In 
any case, the danger which he warns 
Tokyo to avoid is a danger which he also 
has incurred and of which he is probably 
now aware. 

How vast is the area over which Japan 
his distributed its forces, and how far 
from the homeland, is worth noting. From 
Tokyo to Batavia is 3,595 airline 
miles. From Rangoon to New Britain is 
farther than from Vancouver to Halifax. 

With a million men or more tied up in 
Manchukuo and another half million in 
China, detachments and expeditionary 
forces ranging from a battalion to 300,- 
000 or more are scattered over two dozen 
islands, and dependent for supplies and 
protection upon merchant ships, warships 
and airplanes which must traverse and 
guard communication lines aggregating 
twice the distance across the Pacific. 

The Berlin commentator was right in 
his facts as to the distances over which 
the Japanese ally has spread his forces, 
and right also in the hint that there is 
such a thing as biting off more than one 
can chew,

Who Will Fight For India? 


Sir Stafford Cripps did not get a very 
cordial advance welcome from Indian po- 
litical leaders when his mission to that 
country was announced last week. In ef- 
fect he was told by cable that there is little 
or no prospect of the race and religious 
groups being got to stand together, the 
inference being that he might as well 
stay at home if this is what he hopes to ac- 
complish, 

Mahatma Gandhi greeted the an- 
nouncement by saying he could see no pro- 
mise of a political settlement between the 
factions; for the reason that there has 
been no promise that India will be put 
under coftrol of a single government. The 
Moslem leader said the only arrangement 
satisfaciory to his followers would be 
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“India’s division into separate, autono- 
mous Hindu and Moslem states.” 

That is the rock upon which al] hopes 
and plans ‘o set up a home-rule system in 
India have been wrecked. The Hindus 
demand a single state under the authority 
of one parliament. The Moslems reply 
that as the Hindus greatly outnumber 
them this would mean Hindu rule of the 
Moslem minority—and further claim that 
Hindu rule would be in fact Brahmin rule. 

Ten years ago Sir Henry Lawrence 
told an Edmonton audience “The Moslems 
of India will take up the sword rather than 
submit to Brahmin rule.” There was no 
reason to doubt the statement then, and 
there is no reason to suppose the Moslems 
have changed their minds. Quite the con- 
trary. 

The situation is complicated by the 
fact that the Moslem races, with their 
neighbors the Sikhs, are the fighting races 
of India. It is from them the Indian troops 
have been recruited. If the country is to 
be defended by its people, it is the Moslems 
and the Sikhs who will have to do the 
fighting. To suppose they would fight to 
defend the Hindus in return for a promise 
of “Brahmin rule” is nonsense. 

If Sir Stafford cannot persuade the 
disputants to postpone their political issue 
and unite to make a stand against the 
enemy who would suppress the ambitions 
of both factions under a system of alien 
tyranny, the British authorities will have 
to make a choice between the groups or do 
without the active support of either. With 
the Japanese at the gates there can hard- 
ly be a doubt what the choice would be. 

To tell the Moslems they must submit 
to Hindu rule would be to alienate the one 
section from which effective resistance to 
the Japanese can be expected. Should it 
come to a show-down, London can hardly 
do other than tell the Hindus they cannot 
have their way—and rally the fighting 
races with a pledge that they will be given 
a government of bac own, 


Viscount Bennett told a Sheffield 
audience “There is something wrong with 
this country. I cannot say what it is, but I 
have seen the change come over it.” He 
has said much the same thing to other 
audiences, without provoking resentment. 
Apparently, whatever is “wrong” with the 
British public they are still willing to 
listen to frank criticism of themselves. 
While that is so there is no cause to 
doubt their courage or, their power of 
endurance. Only cowards and weaklings 
Ree “hot” when they are told their faults

Argentina, which is doing what it can 
as a go-between, has urged the Japanese 
authorities to allow a cargo of food and 
clothing to be sent to the British prisoners 
at Hong Kong and Singapore — without 
getting Tokyo's consent as yet.

If you ask the average person 
how many Britons are “ruling” 
India, you find that he thinks in 
terms of armies of officials and 
military leaders. If you tell him 
that the whole Indian Civil Ser- 
vice contains only 591 English- 
men he is amazed. Yet such is 
the truth. 


British Aims 


Even my friend, John Gunther, 
in “Inside Asia” says that what 
the British get out of India is 
“bdoty, loot.” Actually what 
they get is 4.9 per cent of an in- 
vestment ‘of about four billion 
dollars—British guaranteed credit 
being the cheapest in Asia—and 
Mr. Gunther tells us that among 
the things this money, has built 
is the largest irrigation system 
on earth and a colossal railroad 
system. 

I have spent much time in 
England and talked with many 
British officials of all parties, 
and I have yet to find one, Tory 
or Laborite, who does not wish 
to see full Commonwealth status 
for India. 

The British do not want to see 
civil war in India; nor the Bal- 
kanization of India through a 
splitting off of the Moslem from 
the Hindu world; nor do they 
want to see India fall a prey to 
Japanese militarists, assisted by 
a western fifth column taking its 


share, 
Reformist 


The attitude of the British to- 
ward India has been steadily 
reformist since Pitt’s India Act in 
1784, Indian reforms in the last 
century cleaned out corruption, 
trained an Indian Civil Service 
to high standards of efficiency 
and morale, and 1858 saw the 
end of the administration of the 
East India Company, the private 
corporation that first lured a 
rather reluctant British Crown 
and Parliament into India, 

Indian boys, including Pandit 
Jawaharla] Néhru, were trained 
in British schools and univer- 
sities, and indeed it was British 
ideas of freedom, self-govern- 
ment, humanitarianism and pro- 
gressivism that ereated the revo- 
lutionary spirit of modern India, 
along with the Socialist ideas 
that became dynamic with the 
foundation of the Soviet Union. 

In economic independence 
India has made tremendous 
strides since the last war. Since 
1925 India has been highly pro- 
tectionist against Britain, Oly 
about a third of India’s trade, im- 


port and export, ig with Great 
Britain, 
Conservatism 

True, Britain wit her native 
conservatism has pursued a step- 
by-step policy, She has been re- 
formist, not revolutionary, And

Then there are the deep re- 
ligious differences.

That is not a British 
but an Indian question, and no 
knowledgeable person believes it 
will be easily solved. 

And no Indian leader wishes 
the withdrawal of the protection 
of the British Navy and Air 
Force, or of the United Nations. 
They do not want to be deliv- 
ered back to a new Grand Mogul- 
ism under the Japanese, or the 
Nazi Germans, 

Sir Stafford Cripps, therefore, 
has been entrusted with a most 
difficult mission. He is a personal 
friend of Nehru, and two years 
ago drafted with Nehru an out- 
line for a free Indian Constitu- 


tion. 
Fellowship 


We must hope and pray that 
he will bring India into. the Com- 
monwealth and the fellowship of 
the United Nations, thus round- 
ing out the cycle from colony to 
partnership, a trend that has pro- 
ceeded steadily. The only thing 
that could reverse the trend 
would be an Axis victory, for 
the Axis, not the United Nations, 
are seeking the re-establishment 
of an imperialism out-imperial- 
izing anything that the world 
has known for centuries, 

Given our victory, the era of 
colonial imperialism is certainly 
over, We are fighting a war of 
liberation for a_ self-possessed 
world, But the liberation of Asia 
and its entry into complete self- 
nossession is not something @asy 
that can be ‘accomplished by a 
few inflammatory speakers on 
lecture platforms, 

The rising of China began 
under Sun Yat-sen in 1911, and it 
was precisely this movement to- 
ward Chinese renaissance °that 
started.the Jananese attack, as it 


tates all the attention it was. 
SiBoth Russia and the Middle 
East would benefit directly from 
the opening of a second front, A 
second front between Europe and 
West Africa might throw out of 
gear Germany’s, war machine 
just overhauled for a new year 
of conquests, 

It might disrupt the German 
arms schedule and thus give the 
Middle East the time it neéds to 
gather offensive strength again. 

As on so many other Allied 
fronts, the crying need is for 
more tanks and guns, more 
planes, more fighting manpower, 
British or American, or prefér- 
ably both, ’ 

One advantage of having Ame- 
rican troops out there would be 
the beneficial influence that this 
would have on the Turks and the 
Arab world. The Arab countries 
and Egypt have friendly feelings 
toward America and Americans. 

The presence of American 
forces in the Near East, in the 
opinion of most observers, would 
perhaps tend to make the near 
eastern nations somewhat more 
anti-Axis than they are and this 
would permit greater concen- 
tration on the part of the Allies 
toward meeting the anticipated 
Axis offensive. ‘ 

Spring Offensive 

From the Balkans, meanwhile, 
stories trickle out of stupendous 
preparations that the Germans 
are making for a spring offens- 
ive. From Hungary and the Bal- 
kans alone, Hitler expects to 
have 1,000,000 men by spring—~ 
some to ensure the armed occu- 
pation of the conquered terri- 
tories, 

Throughout the winter Hitler 
has pressed Rumania’s Premier 
Marshal Ion Antonescu, for 500,- 
000 men to be on hand by spring. 
It is now known that Antonescu, 
after holding out against further 
drains of Rumania’s population, 
has agreed‘to give Hitler 400,000 
Rumanians. 

This compromise is believed to 
have been made the middle of 
February when Antonescu paid 
a secret visit to Hitler at Briansk. 

The main hitch at this meeting 
appeats to have been the fact 
that the Hungarians have offered 
Hitler 300,000 men—a proportion, 
to the figure requested of Ru- 
mania, which Antonescu is said 
to have considered unfair, espe- 
cially as the Hungarians insisted 
that only one-third of their 
troops do front-line fighting. 

It seems to be a fact, however, 
that agreement was reached be- 
tween Antonescu and Hitler on 
the 400,000 figure and Antonescu 
is now reported to be the proud 
possessor of an armored car with 
bullet-proof glass, presented to 
him by Der Fuehrer. 


Training 


In Rumania, meanwhile, those 
700 German instructors are try- 
ing to improve the quality of the 
Rumanian soldiers they intend to 
use in their spring offensive. 

The war's drain on Rumania’s 
male population, which is pre- 
dominantly rural, already is hav- 
ing its normal effect on the coun- 
try’s morale and food problem. 

Desertions from the Rumanian 
army are reported to be reaching 
alarming proportions — alarming 
for the Germans, 

The country’s bread, now corn 
with 25 per cent potato content, 
is available only five days 
weekly and is rationed. 

In Serbia, the Germans have 
pulled out the German troops 
sent there to deal with Gen. 
Draja Mihailovitch and his un+ 
beaten warriors, The Bulgarians 
are supposed to have taken over. 

A good many Italian troops 
are believed to be occupying 
parts of Greece. On the other 
hand, there are supposed to be 
more German troops in Italy 
than ever before. 

Hungarv is believed to have 
categorically refused to send 
Hungarian occunational troops to 
Serbia, while offering to garrison 
eonanered Russian territory,

LESS EXPOSED ROUTE

|Ceremony Ends 


Second Session 
Of Ninth House 


With solemn ceremony the sec- 
ond session of the ninth Alberta 
fegisiature was formally pro- 
fogued by Lieut.-Gov. J. C. 
Bowen. With relief at the con- 
clusion of seven weeks of strenu- 
ous debate, the assembly chamber 
immediately after became a scene 
of jubilation. 


After His Honor had left the 
house, accompanied by his aides, 
and Mr, Speaker Peter Dawson had 
made his exit, accompanied by the 
mace-bearing sergeant - at - arms, 
members hurled order papers and 
bills into the alr and spontaneously 
burst into the chorus, “For We Are 
Jolly Good Fellows.” 

Formally concluding the session, 
His Honor gave royal assent to 70 
bills, giving the force of law to 71 
pieces of legislation which the house 
enacted since it was convened or 
January 29, One bill, giving muni- 
cipalities the authority to invest in 
Victory bonds, was assented to a 
few weeks ago. 


CALLED TO ORDER 


Last debate of the house, on a 
resolution to extend Alberta's 
boundaries to the Arctic, was con- 
cluded shortly afier 9 pm. The 
house then was called to order as 
the lieutenant-governor entered, ac 
companied by his aides. 

Heading the procession were the 
military and naval aides, Lt.-Col. A.

“I 
scratched his face, too,” the witness 
added, “and he bit my hands.”

Ottawa Asked 
Parity Prices | 
Farm Products 


Urging the establishment of 
parity prices for farm products 
by the Dominion government, a 
resolution was passed unanim- 
ously by the legislature Thursday. 
Moved by Hon. D. B. MacMillan, | 
minister of agriculture, the res- 
olution asked that prices be estab- 
lished that would bear the same 
relation to 1926 farm prices as 
present prices on manufactured 
goods bear to the 1926 level, 
Farm prices are still about 45) 
per cent the parity price of 1926 
while prices of manvfactured goods 
are about 45 per cent above the 
1926 level, the motion stated. 


It then urged the federal govern- 
ment to establish “a guaranteed 
price level for farm products which 
shall bear the same ratio to the 
corresponding price level .of 1926 
for such products as the prices of 
manufactured goods bear to the 
price level ruling in that year” and 
that these prices be at the shipping 
point so all Canadians receive the 
same equitable return for their ser- 
vices. 


SUPPORTS PRINCIPLE ' 
D. J. McKinnon, Ind, Gleichen, 

said he supported the principle of 
the resolution but would not vote 
for it before throwing out a chal- 
lenge to provincial governments of 
the west and farmers of their 
responsibility for assisting in work- 
ing some plans for co-operation and 
co-ordination in any action to better 
the agricultural industry. 

Hon. D. B. MacMillan, minister 
of agriculture, who moved the reso- 
lution, asserted that farmers con- 
stitute 32 per cent of Canada’s popu- 
lation but they do not receive their 
share of the national income. He 
added that in 1926 they received 19.1 
per cent of the national income, in 
1932 only 6.1 per cent and in 1937 
only 8.7 per cent.

Somebody figured out the statis- | 
tics on last year’s mortality among | 


the dietitians and came up with the 
interesting statement: that the life 


span of this group would appear to 
be several hundred years.‘ Out of 
the 4,700 members of the American 
Dietetic Association, there were 
only nine deaths—none of ‘these, 
of course, from deficiency diets, 

This was just one healthy year's 
statistics and the conclusion is not 
to be taken seriously, but it just 
goes to show what a good dict can 
do. Call it longevity, the extention 
of the prime of life, or staying 
younger longer, the net result is 
that life is lived on a higher level 
of health. 

You might take a leaf from the 
dietitian's notebook. Grace R 
O'Keefe, nutrition director for the 
Red Cross in New York, has worked 
out a simple scoring system which 
will enable you to properly evalu- 
ate your three meals a day. Take 
{he test according to what you ate 
yesterday: 

If you ate three regular meals, 
breakfast included—10 points to 
your credit. 

For each glass of milk, as a bev- 
erage or in soup—15. points 

For each one-inch cube or ounce 
of cheese—15. 

For each orange, half grapefruit 
or serving of tomatoes——10. 

For each serving of potato—5 

For each half cup of green or yel- 
low vegetable—10. 

For each serving of raw vege- 
table or salad—5. 

For each serving of fruit besides 
citrus—5. 


For each slice of dark whole 
grain bread or serving of dark 
cereal—2., 


For each glass of waler up to 
eight—1 

For each time you ate between 
meals—deduct 3 

For each cup of coffeé over one—- 
deduct 5 

For each cup of tea over one—de- 
duct 5. 

For each hour of sleep—2 points 
to your credit. 

How did you make out? If you 
got four slices of whole grain bread, 
all the other protective foods, and 
no black marks, your score is 100. 
But if you skipped breakfast, did 
not drink your milk and drank too 
much coffee, had no green vege-

Hears Review 


| National Ar | 


Speaking before members of the | 
Women's Canadian Club of Edmon- 
ton at a luncheon meeting in the} 


Macdonald hotel dining room on 
Friday, Mr. Walter J. Phillips, 
R.C.A., of Calgary, reviewed the 


past 100 years of Canadian art. Mr 
Phillips is a well-known Canadian 
artist and art authority and now is 
an instructor at the Calgary Insti- 
tute of Technology and Art. 

Beginning with the work of Paul 
Kane and Krieghoff, and touching 
on the emigre artists of the ’60's, ‘the 
Paris-trained Canadians of the 
next generation; the formation of 
the Royal Canadian Academy and 
the Group of Seven, Mr. Phillips 
revealed the highlights of Canadian 
art. In his address, he paid tribute 
to the work of those artists whose 
work has been outstanding in the 
art of the whole world. 

The speaker said h> “could not 
prophesy the future of painting in 
Canada, but I can say that paint- 
ing is flourishing today.” There are, 
he continued, art galleries, schools 
and art facilities in every large 
centre of the Dominion, and Al- 
berta is as well served as any other 
province in this respect. 

Edmonton boasts, he continued, 
an adequate gallery with the repu- 
tation of being well managed and 
a genuine community asset. (Mrs. 
David Bowman is curator the 
gallery here.) 

Calgary has a_ well-equipped 
school in the Institute of Technol- 
ogy and Art and is making strides 
in the furtherance of artistic en- 
deavor in the province. Under H. 
G. Glyde, chief instructor, the 
school is making its impression in 
the Dominion. 

He mentioned, too, the Banff 
School of Arts, which is attracting 
each year scholars and lecturers of 
the foremost universities and col- 
leges on the continent. 

He illustrated his address with 
60 slides of famous Canadian paint- 
ings loaned by the National Gal-

HISTORY OF SERVICE } 
In Canada trained women nurses 
were called up for active military 
service for the first time in May, 
1885. An official record kept by 
Surgeon-General D, Bergin shows 
that Nurse Miller, a graduate of the 
Montreal General Hospital was call- 
ed to attend the wounded in the 
suppression of the Northwest Rebel- 
lion. Later nine more nurses were 
called to the front where they re- 
mained until the wounded were 
evacuated two months later. 

First intimation of the creation of 
a definite nursing service appears in | 
a general order in June 1899, when 
it set forth that the “creation of a 
Canadian Army Nursing Service is 
in contemplation and will be organ- 
ized at a future date.”

Dr. Dyde Gives 
His Analysis 
Of Democracy 


Combination of the Anglo- 
Saxon fair play, French-Canadian 
gaiety, German thoroughness, 
Ukrainian thrift, and Scandin- 
avian integrity has resulted in 
the Canadian democracy, Rev. 
Dr. 8S. W. Dyde told a dinner 
meeting of the Robertson Church 
Men’s club, Thursday. 

George H. Steer, K.C., also ad- 
dressed the meeting. Hon. J. C. 
Bowen,. lieutenant-governor, and 
members of the supreme court at- 
tended. Frank Pike, club president, 
introduced the speakers. 


TRUST AND CONFIDENCE 

Dr. Dyde declared that democ- 
racy is based on trust and con- 
fidence. “We have learned much 
from our fellow-Canfdians,” he 
said, “and we have more to learn 
from the people of China, modern 
Greece, and other countries.” 

The speaker spoke jn detail of 
the history of the Dominion in the 
mid-nineteenth century, telling of 
the rebellion jn Upper and Lewer 
Canada in 1837 and the mission of 
Lord Durham to the Dominion in 
the following year, at the request 
of Queen Victoria. 


DEALS WITH GOVERNMENT 

George H, Steer, K.C., spoke on 
our representative institutions, and 
party government in Canada, 

He outlined the threat to these 
institutions in the present conflict. 
Victory for the Axis would mean 
the destruction of democracy, the 
banishment of freedom of speech, 
religion and all the liberties we now 
cherish and which were secured 
only through the sacrifice of men 
and women throughout the ages. 

He warned that after victory had 
crowned the efforts of the Allied 
armies in this war there was even 
greater danger to the democratic 
way of life, and steps should be 
taken at once by governments to 
preserve the institutions for which 
we are now fighting so that we may 
again enjoy the full freedom of 
democracy. 

He said he was not afraid of 
world revolution, but was fearful 
that competition of the Russian 
ideology might result in the ac- 
ceptance of the form of state social- 
ism now in effect in Russia,

“The total disability to Alberta

Members of the Edmonton 
branch of the Canadian Legion, 
B.E.S.L.,, will take immediate 


steps to organize a strong and 
representative citizens’ committee 
to work for an overwhelming 
“yes” vote in the forthcoming 
conscription plebiscite vote on 
April 27. 

At the regular monthly meeting 
of the Legion branch held in the 
Memorial hall Thursday night, the 
membership unanimously endorsed 
the following resolution, submitted 
by Walter R. McLaren: 

“That the members of this branch 
of the Canadian Legion, B.E.S.L., 
take immediate steps to form a 
citizens’ committee to be known as 
the ‘Affirmative Vote Committee,’ 
or by some other appropriate name, 
such committee to be charged with 
the duty of rousing the public to 
the vital importance of voting on 
the plebiscite to be held on April 27 
and of voting “Yes!” 

MASS MEETINGS 

Mr. McLaren's motion was carried 
in the form of an amendment that 
supplanted a resolution introduced 
by E. Poole calling for the holding 
of mass meetings in the Empire 
theatre and Memorial Hall. 

Prior to voting on the. resolu- 
tion, President Harold Tanner of 
the Legion branch stated the 
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Legion itself was 100 per cent be- 
hind the plebiscite and also 100 
per cent in favor of a “yes” 
verdict, 

Mr. Tanner also pointed out the 
Legion as an organization does not 
view the conscription of manpower 
for overseas war service as all- 
important to a total war effort, The 
Legion favors a total mobilization 
of men, money and materials in a 
thoroughly scientific integrated ef- 
fort to win the war, he said. 

In support of this stand, Secre- 
tary-Manager J. H. Van Slyke read 
excerpts from a recent speech by 
Dominion President Alex Walker,

Bill Extends 
Jurisdiction 
For Oil, Gas 


A bill to extend the province's 
jurisdiction over off or natural 
gas Icases, subject to certain re- 
strictions, was passed by the leg- 
islature, Thursday. Objections by 


J. C. Mahaffy, K.C., Ind, Cal- 
gary, that the bill was unfair in 
that it violated terms under 
which leaseholders took certain 
leases prior to transfer of natural 
resources from Dominoin to pro- 
vincial control, was defeated. 

Mr, Mahaffy’s objections were 
raised when the bill was being dis- 
cussed in committee of the whole. 
Shortly after, the assembly gave 
third reading to 16 bills, complet- 
ing the consideration of all legisla- 
tion of the session, which pro- 
rogued Thursday night. 

The bill to ratify the oil agree- 
ment provides that on all bills 
mentioned in the agreement there, 
will be a set royalty of 10 per cent 
for the life uf these wells. They are 
wells, which were producing, drill- 
ing or financed prior to June 1, 
1941, at which time the Alberta 
government by order-in-council in- 
creased royalties. 


ROYALTY SCALE 


Under the agreement all future 
wells will pay a royally of 12% 
per cent or a royalty on a sliding 
scale from 5 to 15 per cent, which- 
ever option is chosen by the lease- 
holders. These latter rates will be 
effective until June 1, 1951, when 
all leases will be subject to the 
then existing regulations, 

The agreement has been signed 
by Hon. T. A. Crerar, Dominion 
minister of mines and resources. To 
complete ratification of the agree- 
ment an act must be passed by par- 
liament, but a bill for this purpose 


has not been introduced in the 
House of Commons, \
